Study critical 
of lottery ads 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 

Economic-and-Fiscal-Commission: 
recently issued an extensive re- 
port on the Illinois State Lottery 
that was critical of some of the 
advertising methods the lottery 
uses. 
However, the report py the 
IEFC — the Legislature’s fiscal 
advisory staff — dismissed allega- 
tions made in November by the 
Chicago-based Better Government 
Association: which said Chicago 
schools were being “gypped” by 
the lottery. 

The BGA. cited a 1979 “attitude 
and usage” study on marketing 
the lottery that showed the minor- 
ities were paying more for the lot- 
tery, but were not getting their 
“fair share” in education funds, 
which is aided by the lottery. 

The IEFC used a study of. the 
lottery by ZIP code in assessing 
the game’s impact on the poor. 

Low-iméome ZIP code areas 

contain 9 percent of the state's 
population but account for 15 per- 
cent of the lottery sales, it report- 
ed. Mainly black ZIP code areas 
make up 12 percent of the state 
and represent 22 percent of the 
total lottery sales- 
The study said, “Although the 
black ZIP codes displayed a 
disproportionate amount of sales 
relative to population, there was 
no indication that the percentage 
of blacks in-a given ZIP code was 
directly related to per capita sales 
in the black, mixed or even pre- 
dominantly white ZIP codes. This 
suggests that other facts aside 
from race, could also be stimulat- 
ing the higher level of sales. 

Commission Chairmen Sen. 
Dawn Clark Netsch, D-Chicago, 
and Rep. Thomas Ewing, R-Ponti- 
ac, added that the increased sales 
- could be related to the social probe 
lems inherent in legalized gam- 
bling. - -

State goyzrnment has re- 
sponsibilities towards all-of its cit- 
izens; it should not pit the best in- 
terests of these individuals against 
one of its revenue-- producing ef- 
forts.”

clearly explaining the odds 
which the report called “infinitesi 
mal” — in its television and radio 
advertising. +e. 

Lottery Director Rebecca Patl 
said the lengths of television and 
radio ads do not permit odds infor- 
mation to be presented meaning-

Also criticized was the amount 
of advertising directed to the Chi- 
cago area, where 72.1 percent of 
total advertising expenditures was
